WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House finally passed and sent 
to the White House today far­ 
reaching civil rights legislation 
born of race violence, bomb­ 
ings, vote curbs and continued 
resistance to school integration. 


The milestone measure — en­ 
acted after more than a year 
of congressional 
consideration 
—was sped to the White House 
where President Johnson plan­ 
ned to sign it into law this 
evening at a 
televised cere­ 
mony. 


The final congressional ac­ 
tion came when the House vot­ 
ed to accept the bill as amend­ 
ed by the Senate. The vote 
ended a prolonged and bitter 
fight by Southern foes of the 
legislation.

muscle in efforts to end race 
discrimination in schools, vot­ 
ing, and use of publicly owned 
parks, 
playgrounds 
and 
the 
like. 


It imposes a new federal bar 
on race discrimination in ‘‘pub­ 
lic accommodations” such as1 
hotels, motels, theaters, service 
stations 
and 
restaurants. 
It 
bars discrimination by employ­ 
ers and unions. It sets up ma­ 
chinery to cut off federal aide 
funds where discrimination is 
practiced and cannot be halted 
by less stringent methods.

A seven-year-old Bristol boy 
unknowingly earned a 22-calibre 
slug in the calf of his left leg 
for one week before it was re­ 
moved Tuesday by doctors at 
Lower Bucks County Hospital. 


His condition today was re­ 
ported good and he will be dis­ 
charged tomorrow. 


James Rago, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Rago, 1027 Pond St., 
was playing in the rear of his 
home last Tuesday (June 23) 
afternoon. He felt a sharp sting 
in his left leg ana began crying. 


Wound Treated 


James told his mother that 
“some kid” had hit him with a 
stone, 
and 
she 
treated 
the 
wound. 


Meanwhile, 
Mrs. 
Catherine 
DiTana, 1036 Chestnut St., on 
the same day was struck on the 
right index finger by a 22-calibre 
bullet as she stood on her porch. 


She was taken to Lower Bucks 
County Hospital by Bristol Pol­ 
ice, treated and released. 


Police later established the 
fact that she had been struck by 
a bullet when a search at the 
DiTana residence, ordered by 
Police Chief Vincent Faragalli, 
turned up a 22-slug.

The following Sunday James 
was visiting his grandfather, 
Angelo Rago, 622 Pond St., and 
showed him the wound. 


A discussion ensued and Rago 
linked the boy’s injury to the 
DiTana incident, Jam es’ mother 
couldn’t believe her son might 
have been shot. 


“ He was hit with a stone by 
some other boy,” she told her 
father-in-law. 


Rago took the youngster to 
the police station and reported 
the injury. 


Chief Examines Wound 


On Monday the incident was 
brought to the attention of Chief 
Faragalli and police were dis­ 
patched to the Rago residence 
to search for the slug. 


When it could not be found, 
Patrolman John Tortu asked 
that Mrs. Rago and her son ac­ 
company him to police head­ 
quarters so that Faragalli could 
personally examine the boy’s 
leg. 


At headquarters Faragalli, af­ 
ter inspecting the wound, told 
the child’s mother he believed 
it was made by a bullet.

B asically it is a story of a 
fight for HO m ore votes from the 
delegates to the Republican Na 
tional Convention, scheduled to 
open only a week from Monday 
in San Francisco. 


Sources high in com m and of

believe that if 
they can find those 80 votes they 
will stop Sen. B arry Coldw ater 
of Arizona on the first ballot and 
if he is stopped on that first 
ballot, he is stopped forever­ 
more. 


Here is the w ay the Scranton 
generals a rriv e at th at m agic 
num ber of 80, so magic that 
they think it will give them a 
tiny but safe m argin. 


T here will be 1,308 delegates 
to the convention. Those from 
only 
five states, 
California, 
M aryland, 
Oregon, 
Wisconsin 
and Indiana, a re obliged by law 
to vote in accordance with the 
results of p rim a ry elections. 


Many “ Instructed” 


Many of the others are " in ­ 
stru cted ” 
by state of district 
conventions or align them selves 


publicly with one candidate be­ 
fore they are elected. However, 
there is no law binding them to 
anyone. 
Sen. Coldwater estim ates that 
by now he has 690 votes through 
all of these sources. T h at’s more 
than the 655 bare m ajority ne­ 
cessary to win the nomination. 


344 Can Switch 
But of the total, 1,308, there 
a re according to a countdown 
in the Scranton offices, 344 who 
can switch and who m ay — in 


fact, who will switch if the full 
persuasive powers of Scranton 
w orkers have any success. 
The Scranton people want at 
least 80 of those 344, 80 that 
will put Coldw ater well below 
the majority. 
These 80, the governor’s ex­ 
perts believe, will be found in 
these states: Colorado, Illinois, 
Florida, Iowa, K ansas, Minne­ 
sota. Missouri, North Carolina, 
New 
Jersey,

Dakota,

RICHMOND, Va. (U P I)-T h e 
Virginia Education Board de­ 
fied a federal court Wednesday 
and 
appropriated 
$225,000 for 
children enrolled in private and 
segregated 
schools 
in 
Prince 
Edward County. 
The board’s move at a spe­ 
cially 
called 
meeting 
came 
eight days after the rural coun­ 
ty’s 
government 
appropriated 
$189,000 for the 
operation 
of 
public schools beginning in the 
fall. 
Negro lawyers 
promised to 
contest both appropriations. The 
county 
appropriation 
will 
be 
challenged July 9 in Alexandria, 
Va., on the ground it is inade­ 
quate to operate public schools 
closed in the county in 1959. 
The 
state 
board of 
educa­ 
tion’s 
appropriation 
will 
be 
challenged, said Negro lawyer 
Henry L. 
Marsh 
III, on the 
ground it defies a three-year- 
old federal court order barring 
the use of tuition grants in the 
county so long as the public 
schools remain closed. 
“The 
schools 
are 
closed,” 
Marsh told the board. “ We do 
not think anyone could argue 
that they are open.”
